NOTES AND COMMENT. 


After a decade of deflation in which 
farm losses have run into hundreds of 
thousands, things are beginning to 
look a little better here and there for 


the agriculturist. Reports are coming 
from many a farm in which are re- 


Jated the success of experiments by 
farmers who formerly suffered from 
the one crop curse but in late years 
have been going in for a diversification 
of products that has every prospect of 
turning the tide in their favor. 


After ail, the cautious policy of the 
League of Nations has borne fruit. 
Critics who spoke of the impotency of 
the league and jeered at its inaction, 
must admit that had it not been for 
the existence of that body, very 
serious international complications 
might have arisen. 

No one can say what would have 
been the result of a vigorous assertion 
of the powers conferred by the coven- 
ant or the adoption of the coercive 
expedients proposed by some impat- 
ient councellors. Moderation and the 
force of world opinion have had their 
effect. Instead of being discredited, 
the league is vindicated as an agency 
of international cooperation against 
a common menace, when emergencies 
arise, 


Automobile drivers who feel that 
the speed laws are Loo restrictive may 
find some cheer in the announcement 
of an early-day car that was guaran- 
teed to dazzle motorists of that period. 
This annogncement was as follows: 

‘The machines have three speeds— 
slow, medium and fast, Fast speed 
nsually reaches ten miles per hour. 
On level roads, with no bumps, this 
may even Increase to twelve miles per 
hour. But we do not advise this ex- 
eed since it places too 

-od upon the cleverness 
of te driver,” 

There is no doubt that a twelve-mile 
speed limit would avert many acci- 
dents, butif drivers are cautious, alert 
and courteous it is still possible to 
avert many crashes at present-day 
speed.

The time is fast drawing near when 
the suburban householder will find 
himself musing, in the peace of the 
evening, about his back yard garden. 

The habit of keeping a small garden 
sometimes rises to the level of an art 
and sometimes sinks to the level of a 
vice; and every town resident is 
touched with it some time in his life, 

All of this never does anyone any 
harm, and occasionally the vegetables 
that.are raised in these hack yard 
gardens are quite edible— or if it’s an- 
other kind of garden, the flowers that 
grow can actually be plucked, pué in 
a vase and used to decorate a living 
room table. One wonders, though 
why itis that the annual gardening 
epidemic has never drawn the atten- 
tion of learned students, 

In the first place, keeping a back 
yard garden is the hallmark of re- 
spectability, of placid and trustworthy 
domesticity, Nu man who putters 
about a nine-by-eleven plot of dirt in 
the svenings with a stained trowel 
and an aching pair of knees, would 
ever abscond with another's cash, or 
with another's wife. To keep a gar- 
den on this modest scale is to assure 
your neighbors that you are a man 
whom the bitter winds of temptatien 
do not ruffle. You are not, in a word, 
flighty. There must be solid stuff in 
you. 

But that ts not the whole of it. 
Keeping a garden is not simply an 
attempt to get fresh vegetables or 
flowers, Itis a sort of mystio ritual; 
a method by which the victims of a 
hard mechanical age can into touch 
with the pungent earth once more.

Riduving Costs Of Govertimael 


Continuing discussion of the above subject, let us consider in a little 
More detail some-of the many duplications in services on the part of the 
Federal and Provincial Governments, 


. 

First, agriculture. Both Governments maintain experimental farms or 
experiment, illustration or demonstration stations, forestry farms, ete. This 
work should be confined exclusively either to the Dominion or to the Prov- 
inces, and, as conditions vary so greatly as between the provinces, this class 
of work might well be left to them. The Dominion Department of Agriculture 
might well confine its efforts to establishing and maintaining standards of 
weight and quality of all agricultural and allied products, safeguarding the 
health of animals, preventing the introduction of diseased animals, impure 
seed, and infected tree and plant life from abroad. Responsible for the fix- 
ing and maintaining of standards of quality, the Dominion would likewise be 
responsible for promoting the sale of these high standard products in the 
markets of the world. Let the provinces look after the educational and pro- 
duction end, and the Dominion the maintenance of uniform Canadian stand- 
ards andsthe development of our export markets for these uniformly high 
quality products irrespective of province in which they are produced. 

Public health. Here, too, the Dominion might well confine its work to 
safeguarding the health of all through the prevention of disease resulting 
from disease-afflicted people entering the country, while leaving to the 
provinces the general work of health education among its people, health in- 
spection and disease prevention. And just as the prairie provinces now pay 
the Dominion for police services, ©» the Dominion might pay the provinces 
for carrying on the necessary health work among the Indian wards of the 
nation. The Federal Department of Health could thus be done away with, 
and the work performed through the Immigration Department on the one 
hand and the Provincial Departments of Public Health on the other hand. 

Then there is that most prolific source of friction between Federal and 
Provincial Governments, namely, company incorporation, company law, in- 
spection, taxation, etc. Hardly a year passes that there is not some refer- 
ence before the courts to settle the respective jurisdiction of Federal and 
provincial authorities in regard to these subjects, There is also the heart- 
burning issue where provincial governments through local government 
boards, utility commissions, or some similar body, seek to protect their peo- 
ple from irresponsible, not to say dishonest, company promoters and high 
pressure stock salesmen, but whose best efforts are brought to naught be- 
cause such companies by obtaining Dominion rather than provincial incor- 
poration can defy the provinces. 

It would seem as if all company incorporation should be Dominion, rath- 
er than partly Dominion and partly provincial. Then any company could do 
business in any or all the provinces. If some company desired to engage in a 
purely local business, its incorporation fee might be made smaller, and its 
charter so restricted, if desirable, but if all company incorporation was vest- 
ed in the Dominion, all incorpoation fees could be reduced and at the same 
time Dominion revenues would be increased. Certainly, a vast amount of fric- 
tion and litigation, not to speak of much duplication in taxation, would be 
ended, and all Canadian business except the lawyers, would benefit thereby. 

Changes such as suggested would mean loss of revenue to the provinces, 


and increased revenues to the Dominion, It therefore follows that there 
should be a readjustment of taxing powers. Under the B.N.A. Act the 


provinces are limited in their taxing power to the imposition of direct taxes, 
while the Dominion can impose both direct and indirect taxes. The field of 
indirect taxation wider than the field of direct taxation. The 
Dominion, therefore, might well withdraw from the latter field and leave it 
to the provinces. By and large this would mean the dropping by the Domin- 
ion of the income tax, and leaving that source of revenue exclusively to 
the provinces.

This is surely worthy of consideration. In the meantime, however, 
with both Federal and Provincial Governments levying taxes upon income, 
and with both governments maintaining income tax departments for the 
levying and collection of such taxes, is it not possible to eliminate the waste 
of taxpayers’ money resulting from such duplication of departments by some 
arrangement whereby either the Dominion would.collect for the provinces, or 
the provinces when collecting their taxes would likewise make collection for 
the Dominion? Whichever body was saved the expense might pay to the 
other a percentage fee on the money collected for it, Not only would the 
money now wasted in duplication of collecting agencies be saved, but the 
public would be relieved of much annoyance and the necessity of filing 
duplicate sets of returns and calculations, 

Furthermore, surely it is high time a stop was put to such practices as 
the one introduced in the recent budget at Ottawa whereby the Dominion 
imposes 4 tax on businesses conducted by provincial governments The 
recent budget imposes a tax of five cents on every long distance telephone 
call. This really means an increase of that amount in long distance tele- 
phone tolls, which business in these prairie provinces is the exclusively busi- 
ness of the provincial govenments. If that additional sum is to be extracted 
from the patrons of the long distance lines, then it should accrue to the 
provincial governments, and not to the Dominion, But the Dominion steps in 
and imposes this tax on provincially-owned public utilities, and even throws 
additional expense upon the provinces to collect the tax, and do the addition- 
al bookkeeping and accounting work which it will entail. This is most 
illogical and unfair. It would be just as reasonable for the provinces, if they 
had the power, to impose a tax upon the business transacted by the post 
office department. 

So, in conclusion, we would again emphasize the view expressed in a 
previous article in this column, namely, that it is expedient that a confer- 
ence of all the provinces with the Dominion be held with a view to amending 
the B.N.A. Act, removing therefrom the many causes of dispute between 
the Federal authority on the one hand and the provinces on the other, more 
definitely defining the spheres of control of each, and clarifying 
respective fields of taxation. The taking of such action would be a long 
step forward towards reducing costs of government in this country.

Tax On Insurance 


Imposition Of One Per Cent, Of Pre- 
miiums Other Than Life, Marine 
and Farm Mutual 


Imposition of a tax of one per cent. 


jof net premiums of insurance com- 


panies authorized to transact business 


|in any province of Canada, other than 


life, marine and farm mutual was an- 


| nounced in the budget speech of E. N. 


Rhodes, Minister of Finance, in the 
House of Commons. 

“The tax upon insurance premiums 
passed at the last session was not put 
into effect by proclamation as provid- 
ed by the statute, owing to difficulties 
over the jurisdiction of the Dominion 
and provinces in the matter of insur 
ance,” Mr. Rhodes remarked. 

‘It is now proposed, under the 
Special War Revenue Act, to impose 
a tax of 1 per cent. of net premiums 
of insurance companies authorized to 


transact business in Canada or in 


any province of Canada, other than 
life, marine and farm mutual. 


British and foreign companies, not so 
authorized, but maintaining deposits 
with the Dominion, will also be as- 
sessed 1 per cent. of net premiums 
received in Canada, Canadian policy- 
holders who insure their property in

Golden Text: “In honor perferring 
| one another,” Romans 12.10. 


Lesson; Genesis 13. 
Devotional Reading: Psalm 133, 


Explanations and Comments 


The Probiem, verses 5-7.--The land 
of Canaan was not fertile enough to 
support such large flocks and herds as 
both Abraham and Lot had, especially 
after there had been a severe famine, 
Genesis 12.10. Their herdsmen were 
continually quarreling over the pas- 
tures. Not only was there not enough 

sturage for them, but they did/not 

ave the whole land to themselves— 
the Canaanite and the Perizzite were 
there too, Some scholars think that 
the Perizzites were the orig.nal in- 
habitants who had been conquered by 
the Canaanites. 

The Peace Measure, verses 8,9. — 
Abraham would have no strife be- 
tween himself and Lot, nor between 
their herdsmen. The unoccupied 
country was before them, he told Lot. 


‘|"He was more intent on peace than 


on plenty; he preferred fraternal fel- 
lowship to selfish increase,’’ and 80 
he bade Lot choose the side he want- 
ed and he himself would take the 
other. 

The Choice, verses 10-13.—They 
had a wide prospect from a hill above 
Bethel. On the one side of them 
were the rather barren hills of Judea, 
from two thousand to four thousand 
feet high, On the other side was a 


Lot’s soul had none of the greatness 
of Abraham’s. The well-watered fer- 
tile plain on the east, which was “as 
the garden of the Lord” was his 
choice. What if the plain was filled 
with cities whose inhabitants were a 
proverb of lawless wickedness? He 
would only pitch his tent “towards 
Sodom"; but dire results followed. 

“Lot was a man of the world, sharp 
as a needle, having an eye to the 
main chance. He boasted to himself 
that he always ‘took in the whole sit- 
uation.’ But he had very imperfect | 
sight. He saw ‘all the well-watered 
plain of Jordan,’ but he overlooked 
the city of Sodom, and its exceedingly 
wicked and sinful peoples. And the 
thing he everlooked was the biggest 
thing in the outlook! It was to prove 
his undoing.—J. H, Jowett. 

The Compensation, verses 14-18, — 
“What lay behind Abraham’s mag- 
nanimity? More than mere kindliness 
to a younger man.

OPTIMISTIC NOTE 
-TS STRUCK IN 
MELLON SPEECH 


; London, England.Hailing a new 
era, Andrew W. Mellon, United States 
ambassador to Great Britain, told the 
Pilgrims Society there was nothing in 
world conditions so unprecedented as 
to justify a lack of faith “in our ca- 
pacity to deal with them.” 

This was-the first public address 
as ambassador of the man who made 
millions in business and then admin 
istered the United States 
under three presidents. 

He spoke before a distinguished au- 
dience of 400 or more, including the 
Prince of Wales, Sir John Simon, for- 
eign secretary, and Lord Derby, who 
presided,

The Prince of Wales, speaking at 
the end of the banquet, saw proof 
of the friendship of the United States 
in sending ss ambassador “one of the

The ambassador reaffirmed his faith 
in “capitalism or whatever name may 
be applied to the system which has 
been evolved in adapting individual 
initiative to the machine age.” In 
discussing the way out of the pres- 
ent economic difficulties, he declared: 
“I do not believe in any quick or spec- 
tacular remedies for the ills 
which the world is suffering.”
